Death of 
carpet 
heritage 
stalwart

Mr Pugh-Cook, who died 
after being taken ill at his 
home in Elmbridge, near 
Droitwich, was born in Kid¬ 
derminster.

LEAMORE, near Bloxwich, 
is first mentioned in 1420 
and was probably uninhab¬ 
ited heathland for cen¬ 
turies. 

By about 1775 a settlement grew 
around what is now Leamore Lane, 
Bloxwich Road and Green Lane. 

In the 1800s Leamore expanded, 
with coal mining and iron working 
the main industries. 

Off Leamore Lane, St. John’s 
mission church was built 1883, 
rebuilt 1931 and demolished 1967. 

A Wesleyan chapel was estab¬ 
lished in Broadstone (Bloxwich 
Road) in 1862-1864. It was demol¬ 
ished in 1963 when the Leamore 
flats were built, preceded by 
Leamore Shopping Precinct. 

Council housing arrived in the 
late 1920s, and in the 1950s slums 
were replaced by a modern council 
estate, first known as Gypsy Lane 
and later Beechdale Estate. 

Leamore Primary School, 
Bloxwich Road, built 1872, opened 
in 1873 as a mixed board (council) 


by Stuart Williams 

school. Extended in the late 1900s, 
it still thrives today. Christ Church 
C.E. Primary School, Harden Road, 
was built 1971 but replaced 2011- 
12 by a new circular building. W.R. 

Wheway Secondary Modern 
School opened in Hawbush Road in 
1954. Inl973 it was reorganised as 
Forest Comprehensive, later 
closing to become the Forest Arts 
Centre. 

An Art Deco cinema, The Rosum, 
was opened on Bloxwich Road in 
1935. It later became a bingo hall 
and is now Farm Foods. 

Now-lost Leamore pubs included 
the Georgian Spread Eagle (rebuilt 
by 1932) and Red Lion (cl838, 
rebuilt early 1900s). 

The Tudor Old Black Horse 
(demolished cl880, replaced 1907 
by The Black Horse) and Georgian 
New Black Horse (replaced by the 
Butlers Arms in early 1900s), were 
on opposite corners of Harden Road 
and Bloxwich Road. Georgian 
coaching inn The Four Crosses, 
Green Lane, was rebuilt 1924. The 


only surviving historic Leamore 
pub is The Crown (early 1900s) 
now closed, in Leamore Lane. 

The popular 1960s Railway Inn 
on the corner of Broadstone 
Avenue replaced a Victorian prede¬ 
cessor. 

Stubbs & James Iron Furnaces 
were built about 1802-6 with an 
associated colliery (1813) to the 
west of Leamore (now Beechdale 
Estate) in the early 1800s, as part of 
the industrial revolution. 

Forest Colliery was mined exten¬ 
sively during the 1800s, but by 
1902 was disused. 

This tiny urbanised hamlet has a 
rich past. Today, while it needs 
regeneration, Leamore is still a 
good place to live with a strong 
identity.

New link will be boost 
for heritage rail line 


CHARTER trains and special pas¬ 
senger excursions can now bring 
new revenue to the Severn Valley 
Railway. 

It has been made possible with the comple¬ 
tion of trackwork and signalling alterations 
at Kidderminster by Network Rail. 

The installation of a new “crossover” and 
access point to the 16-mile Kidderminster to 
Bridgnorth steam heritage line, means that 
for the first time, passenger trains from the 
Birmingham-Worcester main line will be 
able to run through on to the SVR, and call 
at its main stations at Bewdley and Bridg¬ 
north. 

Previously, passengers arriving at the 
SVR on special excursion or charter trains 
had to alight at Kidderminster main line 
station, and walk 60 yards to the Severn 
Valley Railway station. 

Athough the line had a physical track con¬ 
nection with Network Rail, it wasn’t sig¬ 
nalled or approved for passenger train use. 

The remodelling of the Network Rail- 
SVR link at Kidderminster is part of a major 
programme of resignalling and trackwork 
between Droitwich and Stourbridge Junc¬ 
tion. 

It means the closure of traditional lever- 
pull signalboxes at Stourbridge Junction, 
Kidderminster Junction and Hartlebury, 
and the replacement of classic semaphore 
signals with colour-light signalling. 

These are operated from NR’s regional 
signalling centre at Saltley, Birmingham. 

On the Severn Valley Railway side of the 
boundary fence, the old-style semaphore 
signalling has been expanded.

A FORMER Second World War 
ammunition store will be trans¬ 
formed into a state-of-the-art 
communications headquarters 
creating 100 jobs. 

As the Chronicle reported last week, Drp- 
group has signed a deal to convert the 4.2 
acres site, in Hartlebury, near Kiddermin¬ 
ster, into new headquarters.

Double trouble leads 
to disaster for John 


W hat could be more exciting for 
an actor than landing a role in 
a star-studded new adaptation 
of a novel by Daphne du Maurier, the 
author who gave us Rebecca, The 
Birds and Don’t Look Now? 

Well, how about landing two roles?

He finds 
himself being made redundant from his 
teaching position so decides to use the 
opportunity to go and see the world. 
“On the very same night of his 


sacking, he meets the very charming 
Johnny Spence, who has an equally 
Machiavellian side to him. 

‘They have this remarkable meeting 
where they both realise they look 
identical to one another. Knowing his 
own life is spiralling out of control, 
Johnny hatches a plan to switch roles 
with John.” 

The plan starts with the two of them 
hitting the bottle together, and in the 
morning Standing finds that his new 
lookalike friend is nowhere to be seen - 
but Spence’s chauffeur has turned up 
to bring his employer home, and is 
understandably sceptical when 
Standing insists there’s been a case of 
mistaken identity. 

While the other characters may 
struggle to tell Spence from Standing, 
Rhys managed not to get confused 
during filming. 

“It helped that they are such 
completely different men, with different 
characteristics and different goals. 

“It was more the technical side when 
they’re both sharing a scene together 
which made it slightly difficult, either 
through working with the double or 
reacting to a piece of tape!” 


Fortunately, he did have other 
co-stars so he wasn’t talking to himself 
throughout the entire shoot. Standing 
finds himself taking on Spence’s life, 
which includes a crumbling stately 
home chocked full of women, including 
a drug-addicted mother, an eccentric 
daughter, sister, and two mistresses. 

For Rhys, working with his female 
co-stars, who include Sheridan Smith, 
Eileen Atkins and Jodhi May was one 
of the highlights of the drama: “It was 
just glorious that they were all so 
different. It was fun going into Johnny’s 
world as John Standing when he’s met 
with this great wall of hatred from all 
these women.” 

The teacher eventually starts to get a 
grip on who’s who and starts to build 
bridges with them, even falling in love. 

But when Spence returns with evil 
intents, it looks like being someone else 
can have its disadvantages after all. 

Unless of course, you happen to be 
Rhys. He laughs: ‘All the lip-smacking 
revelry over evil deeds is just such a 
joy. I also get the opportunity to do all 
the bad things you’re not allowed to do 
as a normal, functioning member of 
society!”

versatile performer with style and comfort 


IT’S an odd phenomenon, but perhaps one 
which proves the theory of evolution as far 
as cars are concerned. 

In the austere days after World War II, the Land Rover 
was born as a rough, tough utility vehicle which so suited 



those times. Now its direct descendant is one of the most 
popular cars for celebrities, business leaders and the just 
plain wealthy of the 21st Century. 

At £66,729, that’s always going to be the Range Rover 
Sport’s potential customer base but then, compared to 
the potential opposition, these well-heeled drivers are 
getting a lot for their money. 

Well it’s arguably just as 
luxurious as a prestige limou¬ 
sine, but most rivals don’t 
have the Sport’s ‘family car 
for all reasons’ capability 
such as its go anywhere, in 
any conditions credentials, or 
its ability to make such light 
work of towing a caravan or 
horse box. 

The latest Range Rover 
Sport has undergone a major 
makeover, but don’t expect to 
spot the differences on the 
road or the executive car 
park. The real change is 
under the bonnet, with the 
proven three-litre V6 turbo 
diesel boosted from 242 to 
252bhp and a new eight- 
speed automatic gearbox 
(instead of six). 



The combination makes the upgraded car feel more 
lively, a bit quieter and smoother, although if you really 
want to, you can use the ‘Happy paddles’ on the steering 
wheel to hustle the car along windy A roads. 

You probably will as you settle in to the car, but it does 
the 0 to 60mph dash in a brisk 8.5 seconds anyway, so 
once the novelty has worn off there’s no real need: just 
leave the torquey power plant and silky smooth auto box 
to do their work. 

Consumption 

Perhaps remarkably, fuel consumption also increases 
from just over 30 to 32.1mpg and C02 emissions are 
down slightly to 230g/km. 

Despite appearances, the underpinnings of the Sport 
owe more to the Discovery than its ever so slightly bigger 
brother, the Range Rover. 

But ride comfort is actually better, especially when 
you tune the air suspension (at the touch of a button) to 
‘dynamic’ mode. It makes the car a little lower and 
firmer, with less roll and a more positive feel for tackling 
those typical A and B roads. 

This is where the Sport belongs: it really is more 
dynamic, better handling and more car-like in these sort 


of conditions than either its bigger brother or the Dis¬ 
covery. That might be seen as recognition by Land Rover 
that this is where the car will spend most of its time: it’s 
an off-roader for image purposes only and isn’t expected 
to do more than find a parking place on the gymkhana 
field. 

But that would be wrong: with the same “All 
Terrain’’system as its stablemates, the Sport’s driver 
can just dial in “mud and ruts”, “rocks” or any one of 
half a dozen settings to benefit from the same off-road 
ability. 

Inside, the Sport has had an upgrade to its sound 
system in terms of both output power and the number of 
speakers, which is designed to improve sound quality, 
particularly for those in the rear seats. 

The central touch-screen display also has dual-view 
option so, for example, you can still use the satnav while 
your passenger watches TV 

Another convenient feature to be added as standard is 
a power-operated tailgate, very useful if you’re return¬ 
ing to the car with the weekly shop, bulky cargo or a dog. 

These latest gadgets bring the car’s list of luxury fea¬ 
tures bang up to date, but there are a few things still on 
the options list. 

If you struggle with such a large vehicle in car parks 
designed for Minis and 1100s in the 1960s, you can get a 
camera system with an all-round view for £715. The 
towing pack adds £510.

You read that right: rear sliding doors on 
a car based on a Fiesta.

Ford has become increasingly proactive in 
developing interesting technology. The B- 
Max certainly fulfils this notion by ditching 
the traditional B-pillars. Granted, rear 
sliding doors are hardly a new concept, but 
they are on something this small. We’ve seen 
them on big MPVs for years and the main 
benefits are well known. Why shouldn’t 
small cars be any different? 

Ford has taken the concept a step further, 
however, by ditching the conventional fixed 
B-pillar in favour of incorporating it in the 
doors themselves. When shut, the doors’ in¬ 
built strength and strategically placed 
locking points on the body deliver compara¬ 
ble rigidity and crash protection to a regular 
car. The result is more space when the doors

In 
the MPV market - large or small - focus is 
usually on a car’s versatility and practical¬ 
ity. 

Unfortunately it’s often at the expense of 
driving ability, which is why most tin boxes 
disappoint. 

Not so the B-Max, and it’s the final reason 
why Ford’s small people carrier deserves to 
be in the spotlight. 

It gets Ford’s innovative three-cylinder, 
1.0-litre petrol engine. Tested in 120 horse¬ 
power guise (there’s also a 100 horsepower 
option), it offers a good balance of perform¬ 
ance, economy and modest C02 output. 

In high-power trim, it easily copes with a 
fully loaded car and is capable of maintain¬ 
ing motorway speeds without complaint.
